them better,

round, 

Take, a4 an example, the subject 
of motor-cars, } : 
The ideal -in America is. that 

every houschold, rich ox .poor, 
should posaess a car, not only 80 
that the number manufactured and 
-old should bo raised to tha highest 
poasible level, but also so that there 
should bo more movement, less fati- 
gue, and thorefore more spending 
of moncy_in general, me 

But in England nearly everything 
in connexion with the ownership of 
a car is taxed or otherwise made 
difeult. . 

1am struck, too, by the difficulties, 
raised In England aa though with 
the deliberate purpose of discour- © 
aging people from buying some of 
the ordinary necessities or nicetics 
of life. a . : 

In Ameoricn most of tho shops _ 
close In the late afternoon as ours 
do; but at almost every street 
corner there is a “drug-store,” as 
they call it, which sells books 
aweets, and tobacco, and which haa 
a aodasfountain and a counter for 
Hight refreshments, where you: may 
procure quite 1 meal at any time . 
up to midnight and sometimes all 
night long. 

The assistants are not overwork- 
ed, for night shifts are engaged, 
and thua nroré people are employed.
